Culver

Present Law.

It we want proof of the ability of 
-tut** or private in.-titution- to train 
officers for the United States army 
we can find it in most convincing 
form in the records of Norwich Uni­ 
versity in the North and the Virginia 
Military Institute ill the South. Nor­ 
wich University furni-hed the North­ 
ern Army in the Civil war with forty- 
two generals, ninety-eight colonels, 
and two hundred and eighty-three 
commissioned officers of lower grade. 
This bill overlooks the fact that 
there is already in existence for this 
purpose machinery that can be co­ 
ordinated and put into operation at 
a mere fraction of the co-t of cre­ 
ating entirely new agencies. 
Furth­ 
ermore, the national government is 
already paying million- of dollars to 
the Land Grant colleges under a law 
which requires military training in 
these institutions. 
It is true that

tary value in the past, but their de­ 
fects can be remedied :

Third, by detailing more officers 
for school and college duty.

University of Illinois last year there 
were over two thousand students in 
the military department with only 
one professor of military science to 
teach them all. 
By overcoming lhc-c detects in the 
present law, unit- <*f a reserve offi­ 
cer's training corps can he effectively 
maintained in both our high grade 
military schools and in many of the 
colleges. 
These institution.- offer 
ready at hand natural leader- and 
the best material intellectually that 
o u r country afford-.

regular service which have al-o been 
suggested as a means of training re­ 
serve officers, which attract no such 
lc Aerial either in quality or quantity, 
nile the (‘specially created schools 
already mentioned would be far more 
costly and would require year- be­ 
fore they could build up the tradi­ 
tions essential to the highest type of 
re-ult- in any educational institu­ 
tions.

fit war office asserts was out of 
Toportion to the object sought, 
-ral of these attacks had been re- 
.,ed when the Germans delivered 
final assault with at east a division 
of 20,000 fighting men. 
The crown prince’s army also re­ 


turned to the attack on the Douau- 
mont pla-eau, with an assault on the 
French line to the west of the village. 
The Germ ns were stopped by the 
French fire before they had reached 
the French lines. 
Another 
German 
attack 
was 
launched against the village of Vaux, 
hut it was stopped short by the French 
artillery. The German attacks on this 
front cost the Germans considerable 
losses. 
Note is made in the official commu­ 
nique of an increase in the tensity of 
the 
German 
bombardment 
in 
the 
Woevre, indicating a possibility that 
another attack is contemplated in this 
region. 
Floating mines which the Germans 
had throwm into the Meuse at St. 
Mihiel were dragged out by the French 
before they had done any harm. 
The German official statement, an­ 
nouncing the capture of the village 
and tort of Vaux “with numerous ad­ 
joining fortified position” in a “glori­ 
ous night attack,” brought forth a 
special communique flatly contradict­ 
ing it. 
The special statement also 
denies the assertion in the same Ger­ 
man communique that the Germans 
were clearing the French from Bois 
Dos Corbeaux at a moment when, ac­ 
cording to the French wair offlc°, 
the French had reconquered the lost 
positions of the wood.

CHINESE REBELS DEFEATED 


Government 
Forces 
Capture 
Camp 
After a Hard Fight. 
Peking, March 11.—Government re­ 
ports say that the northern army, ad­ 
vancing in several columns, crossed 
the Chinkiang and surprised and at­ 
tacked the rebel camp at Moyucha. 
After a hard fight the government 
forces captured the place. 
Later, aft­ 
er two days of fighting, they captured 
two intrenched positions of the rebels 
at Yung Lukshan and Chlmatsun. The 
rebels lost heavily in killed, wounded 
and prisoners. 
A quantity of arms 
and other munitions was captured. 
The victory is of great importance as 
Chimatsun is only one hundred miles 
from the city of Yunnan, the center of 
rebel activity. 


Washington, March 11.—President 
Wilson 
has 
ordered 
approximately 
5,000 troops into Mexico on a punitive 
expedition to “disperse or capture” the 
Villa forces which attacked the town 
of Columbus, N. M. 
Execution of the 
orders will be carried out at once. 
With the prospect growing of active 
opposition by General Carranza there 
is apprehension in official quarters 
that it means the beginning of general 
intervention. 
Publicly the administra­ 
tion is taking every precaution to pre­ 
vent such a possibility. 
The decision to act was taken at a 
meeting of the cabinet. 
At its con­ 
clusion President Wilson authorized 
the following statement: 
“An adequate force will be sent in 
pursuit of Villa with the single object 
of capturing him and putting a stop 
to his forays. 
This can and will be 
done in entirely friendly aid of the 
constituted authorities in Mexico an.l 
with scrupulous respect for the sov- 
erignty of that republic,” 
In discussing the course to be pur­ 
sued President Wilson is reported to 
have declared to the members of his 
cabinet. “Gentlemen, we have set our 
hand to the plow, and must go to the 
end of the furrow.” 
Although the entire day was given 
by the administration and the war de­ 
partment to a consideration of the 
exact course to be pursued, it was not 
until late in the evening that Secre­ 
tary of War Baker, following a con­ 
ference with the president, announced 
that the orders were on the way. He 
said: 
“There Is no intention of entering 
Mexico in force. 
A sufficient body of 
mobile troops will be sent in to locate 
and dispose of the hand or bands that 
attacked Columbus. 
So soon as the 
forces of the de facto government can 
take control of the situation any 
forces of the United States then re­ 
maining in Mexico will, of course, be 
withdrawn. 
The forces of the United 
States now on the border will be im­ 
mediately recruited, but only for the 
purpose of safeguarding the territory 
of the country from further raids.” 
The conference between the presi­ 
dent and the secretary of war followed 
a four-hour meeting of the general 
staff of the army. 


Funston In Command. 
It is expected the troops which will 
form the American command will con­ 
sist principally of cavalry and moun­ 
tain artillery and will be under the 
personal command of Major General 
Frederick H. Funston, the man who 
captured Aguinaldo. 
According to information reaching 
the war department from General 
Funston, Villa with a force of 3.000 
men, has been located a short distance 
south of the border. 
That the state department appre­ 
ciates the serious possibilities that 
might arise was indicated by the dis­ 
patch to every American consul in 
Mexico of a copy of the president’s an­ 
nouncement with instructions that the 
consuls take pains to make it plain 
that the intentions of the United 
States were friendly. 
At the same 
time it was learned that a special 
warning had been sent to the Ameri­ 
can Mormon colony at f’asas Crandes. 
in thr- territory where Villa has been 
operating, to leave for the United 
StaUs at once. 
Announcement of the president’s 
decision struck a note of sympathy 
throughout Washington. 
In congress 
there was every disposition to ap­ 
plaud his course and to be in readi­ 
ness to give him any aid that may he 
necessary in raising additional forces. 
In the house there was a brief debate 
on the Columbus outrage, but the an­ 
nouncement from the White House 
served 
to restore 
confidence 
that 
something definite 
in 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s 
dealings 
with 
Mexico 
was 
about to he undertaken. 
Before deciding finally to issue or­ 
ders the president conferred over the 
telephone with Chairman Stone of the 
senate foreign relations committee, 
who concurred heartily in the pro­ 
posed action. 
When an attempt to 
start debate in the senate was made 
Senator Stone choked it off by advis­ 
ing his colleagues that the cabinet 
was then in session and was about to 
act. 
Later in the day Senator Stone 
conferred at length with Secretary 
Lansing and got from him a full state­ 
ment of the situation. 
At the same time the president and 
his advisers, it is sai;J, realized that 
unless Villa was completely crushed 
his army scattered and his person cap­ 
tured, it would only be a question of a 
few days or weeks before another raid 
will he attempted. 
Therefore when 
the decision was finally reached no 
secret was made of the fact that the 
president's sole purpose was to get 
Villa himself, dead or alive. 7118 pos­ 
sibility of leaving the task to Car­ 
ranza is believed to have been dis­ 


cussed, but abandoned as hopeless. 
The war department is in a blaze 
of light all of last night, all staff of­ 
ficers being at their desks with Gen­ 
eral Scott in command of the situa­ 
tion at this end, and with Secretary 
of War Baker in frequent conference 
with his aides. 
Former Secretary Garrison, who re­ 
turned to Washington for a few days, 
was with the new secretary practical 
ly all day. 
A dispatch from Columbus, N. ML 
states that twelve hundred Carranza 
troops, flying a black and white flag 
to distinguish them so that America” 
soldiers would not mistake them for 
bandits, reached Palomas, six miles 
south of the border from Columbus 
It is believed to he their intention to 
assist the American troops in the pin 
suit of Villa. 
General Carranza, in a telegram t 
the state department, expressed re­ 
gret at the Columbus massacre, h r 
made no comment on the proposal of 
sending

20,000 TROOPS ON 
j MUNCIE VOTES WET 


BORDER READY 
BY 79 OUT OF 6,563 


Equal to Task of Defeating III Dry Workers Are Assaulted 
Marica o Troops. 


V ashington, 
March 
11.—Approxi­ 
mately 20,000 United States troops are 
©n the Mexican border, subject to use 
immediately. 
These regulars, in com­ 
mand 
of 
Major General 
Frederick 
Funston, are stretched along the Mexi­ 
can border from Brownsville, Tex., to 
Yuma. Ariz. 
The troops consist of fifteen regi­ 
m ents of infantry, seven regiments of 
cavalry and parts of five regiments of 
field artillery, with the necessary aux­ 
iliary troops to create division at war 
»trength. 
Roughly speaking there are 10,000 
regular troops scattered at posts from 
Vancouver’s barracks, Washington, to 
Ft. Ethan Allen, Vt. 
To these could 
be added 5,000 coast artillery, which 
probably would be converted into in­ 
fantry. 
It. would be a week or ten 
days before the entire regular army,; 
which 
would 
be brought up to a 
strength approximately of 35,000, could 
l>e mobilized on the Mexican border. 
While the authorities at the w ar de­ 
partment are confident that the reg­ 
ular troops would be more than equal 
to the task of defeating all of the 
armed 
forces 
in 
Mexico, 
including 
those 
of Carranza, 
if intervention 
should come, the general staff would 
advise the president to call immediate­ 
ly for at least 250,000 vouunteers.

safer plan would |>e to raise an army 
of 500,000 to support the regular army 
and occupy the country.

was chief of staff. 
Major General 
L eonard Wood directed the war col­ 
lege to pfepiTne-ptefis for the invasion 
a n d the occupation of Mexico by the 
regular army and the volunteers.
